What is it? What does Canadian 
reciprocity a8 proposed in the McCall 
bill now before the United States 
senate mean? 

It means the giving over to Can- 
ada, our greatest and best markets, 
the mills of the northwest and mid- 
die west, for 50,000,000 to 100,000,- 
000 bushels annually, of Nebraska, 
Kansas and lowa wheat, without get- 
ting anything in return. The mills of 
the northwest and middle west prefer 
the Canadian wheat even at a consid- 
erable premium over the southwes 
tern wheat, as it makes the whit 
of flour without bleaching, whereas 
the winter wheat of the southwest 
needs the bleaching process jn order 
to complete, and this process is il- 
legal 


“Such a condition brought about py 
reciprocity ‘would benefit especially 
the Canadian farmer, to the great 
disadvantage of the American farm- 
ed. To the latter jt would be suicidal 
It also means the giving over to the 
Canadian farmer our markets in the 
New England and the Middle States 
tor 100,000,000 bushels of our wes- 
tern oats, annually which grain is 
second only to corn in extent of pro-

Furthermore, Canada raises a su- 
perior quality of oats to those raised 
in the West and hence her oats would 
be preferred at a premium in yur 
eastern markets, which markets now 
take a large part of our surplus, This 
would mean a large increase in the

Buying Machinery in Spare 
Moments, 

Rogers was trying to buy machin- 
ery in the moments which he could 
spare from. his real estate enter- 
prises.

A. W. Denman the other director, 
had returned to his vocations as an 
engineer in Nelson.

Wolves in the Office, 

The plaintiff was away in Saska- 
toon at this time seeking orders for 
coal, whence he had written to his 
clerk, Tull, that “I fancy I see you 
with wolves in the office waiting for 
pay, but the directors have the right 
to put up the cough for men and 
teamsters.”” Quite evidently the two 
chief directors were not then anxious 
to bring about the fight that a formal 
cancellation of the contract would 
involve, Rogers left at once for Win- 
nipeg and the east, where he stayed 
until the following December. A. W. 
Denman returned to Nelson, 
Robertson In “Blissful Ignorance.” 

Robertson, the barrister and soli-+ 
citor, was left to be manager of a 
coal mine evidently on the Lucus a 
non lucendo principle, or, ae he him- 
self suid somewhere in his evidence, 
because he knew nothing about coal 


mining. No stop was made in the 
delivery of coal upon the plaintiff's 
orders. These had been — going 


on regularly since the previous Sep- 
tember. It is plain that even by this 
time the directors of the company 
were in doubt as to the wisdom of 
the sales agency contract from their 
point of view and as to amount which 
it was costing to produce their coai. 
The plaintiff was ordered to hand 
over all papers and documents relat- 
ing to the business of the company 
other than the sales department to 
ine Cecil Race, an auditor. 

Papers Destroyed at Mine Office, 

An effort was made to have this 
auditor check up and balance the 
books, but it was found that after the 
rearrangement in June, 1908, a large 
quantity of papers and vouchers had 
been sent down to the mine where 
an office was, under the plan then 
contemplated, to be opened up for 
the management of the company’s 
affairs other than the sales depart- 
ment and that a large number of 
these had been cither lost downh 
there or destroyed. Race, however, 
did begin to make up monthly state: 
ments of the company, using the 
plaintiff's report as to sales and the 
monthly statements of the company, 
and the monthly pay sheets from the 
mine as a basis. These reports were 
kept in an unused room in Robert- 
son's law office. Rogers and A. W. 
Denman, the directors occupying a 
fiduciary position towards the share. 


holders, do not seem to have known 
much about them, which was entirely 
their own fault. 


Directors Not Directing. 


If they had been directors actually 
‘directing’ they would have made it 
their business to see and understand 
them, but they did not do so. On 
April the 13th, 1909, the ;laintif 
telegraphed to Rogers that Robert- 
f0n was sick and couldn't attend to 
business, that the. miners had quit 
and would not work till paid, and 
asking Rogers to accept a draft for 
$1,200. Even this did not bring the 
directors to Edmonton. Robertson, 
the lawyer, who was sick, and the 
plaintiff, the sales agent, who was 
not a director Were left to meet the 
Situation. 

Robertson's Appeal. 

On April 24th 1969, Robertson 
wrote to Rogers saying that he had 
just had “a - of a time with 
teamsters and miners’ and that for 
several weeks he, Lvubertson, “had 
had great worries,” that he “thinks 
J. J. will help us out this month,’ 
asking what was to be done if he did- 


n't, and saying that his own credit 
was suffering severely. ‘Try, try, 
try,” said Robertson to Rogers the 


president and director, “and get some 
money here before the 10th.” He told 
Rogers also that the cost of produc- 
tion was $1.20 a ton, that "Race is 
stumped owing to loss of books,” and 
concludes by saying “For heaven's 
sake sell the shares and send us some 
more money.’

ROUNDING UP THE 
LAST OF BUFFALO 


Work is Now tn Progress at Michae! 
Pablo's Neserve—Last of Merd 
Wilt be Ready for Shipment in a 
Vew Days. 


On Monday, April 17tn, two hundred 
of the Flathead Indians rode up into 
the mountains east of the Pend d’Or- 
eille River in Western Montana to 
make a drive of the last of the Pablo 
herd, still lurking on the western 
foothills of the Rockies, down to the 
corral on the Pend d'Oreille River, 
from whicn they will be loaded on 
wagons and taken to Ravalli to be 
shipped from there to the Buffalo 
Park at Wainwright. 
| Owing to the difficulties attending 


the gathering in of the buffalo on 
previous occasions, Pablo décided to 
drop the “round up” plan and to give 
the Indians of the reserve an oppor- 
tunity to try the old-time “drive” so 
familiar in buffalo days. The cow- 
boys were dispensed with but the en- 
tire male population of the reserve 
set out a week ago Monday to the 
haunts of the buffalo in the recesses 
of the mountains east of the reserva- 
tion, Pablo has put at their disposal 
bis two “wings” of fence, extending, 
one for ten, the other for fourteen 
miles up valley, together with the 
corral and the boom across the river 
used for trapping the buffalo on pre- 
vious occasions. In case they meet 
with success the entire outfit of cor- 
rals and fences, valued at $10,000, will 
be turned over to the Indians, The 

Indians will spread out in a long 
semi-circular line and move out of the 
hills across the reserve “beating” all 
the buffalo haunts as they go. At 
night they will camp in a long line 
and keep constant guard to prevent 
the buffalo slipping back through the 
j cordon. Moving slowly westward, 
they will drive the remeining buffalo 
towards the wings and once within 
the arms they will hurry them down 
to the Pend d’Oreille River where they 
will be forced to swim across and 
land within the trap on the western 
bank. 

It is expected that the entire driv 
will occupy two weeks as a very 
thorough job will be done and not a 
single buffalo will be allowed to es- 
Any that prove unduly ob- 
stinate and give trouble will be shot. 

No effort will be made to save the 
older bulls, but the Indians are in- 
structed to refrain from killing the 
younger ones which are particularly 
wanted at Wainwright Buffalo Park. 

Mr. Howard Douglas thinks’ that 
the Indians should make good work 
of the drive as they know the country 
and are mounted on good horses. It 
is expected that the buffalo will be 
ready for shipment or next Monday. 

As this is the last shipment of buf- 
falo, Michael Pablo will accompany 
them through and visit the park at 
Wainwright. This will be Pablo's 
second trip. to.Alberta,
